12:29 a.m. on September 2Cth. He was shortly followed and I J 
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visited by KALCOIM X, Leader of the Naw York Muslim 
population, uho in his role as a member of the 28th 
Precinct Community Council constituted a one man welcoming 
committee. 

Tnc "Plttcbargh Courier', a weekly newspaper 
published in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, dated October 1, 
I960, New York edition, contained an article headlined 
"Malcolm X Explains T .;e?-hour Visit to Castro at Theresa." 
Tiiis article reflected that subject stated that he went 
to see CASTRO in his capacity as a member of the 23th 
Precinct Community Council which nad been formed to greet 
prominent United Nations members who visited Harlem. 

This article further reflected that subject denied 
any connection with CASTRO, and subject also stated, according 
to the article: "Premier CASTRO has also come out against 
lynching, which is also more then EISENHOWER has done. 
CASTRO has also taken a aore open stand for civil rights 
for black Cubans.

MUHAMMAD, its 
present national leader, claims to have been selected by 
ALLAH, the Supreme Being, to lesd the so-called Negro 
race out of slavery In the v/ilderness of North America 
by establishing an independent black nation in the United 
StateB. 

Members following MUHAMMAD'S teachings and his 
Interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no such 
thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves 
of the white race, referred to as "white devils," In the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "V/ar of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MLKAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allesxance to the United Stages. 

On May 5, 19^3, the first Bource related that 
MUHAMMAD, vpon advise of legal counsel, had tempered hiB 
personal statements and instructions to his ministers 
concerning the principles of his organization In order to 
avoid possible prosecution by the United States Government. 
However, he did not indicate any fundamental changes in the 
teachings of his organization. 

On May lS, 1950,, another source reported that 
EUHAMHAD early in July, 1956, had decided to de-emphasize 
the religious aspects of the teachings of Islam and to 
stress the economic benefits to be derived by the Negroes 
who joined the NOI.
